Since the lab was set 
up, he and his two able 
assistants, Russell "A 11 
Brower and Jimmy Rogers, 
have made portraits for 
enlisted men in the bat¬ 
talion, non and officers 
from the Karines, Radio 
Station, and Army Engin¬ 
eers, Ugland estimates 
that approximately 300 in¬ 
dividual sittings have 
been made. The lab has 
also printed several hun¬ 
dred kodak negatives for 
the men. 

Besides this .personal. 
work, approximately 500 
official photographs of 
the construction work done 
by tho 76 th have been taken 
and printed, Brower has 
been doing this part of. 
the work, and ho and Chief 
Torre may be seen touring 
from job to job almost 
daily. 

Although Ugland doesn’t 
have the best of equipment 
for portrait work, he has 
obtained some really excel¬ 
lent results. He states 
that a standard commercial 
camera is not made for 
this type of work, as it 
contains a 3 clement lens

The Servicemen’s Dependents Allowance Act of 
1942, as amended by ret approved 26 October 1943* 
effective 1 November 194-3* changes and extends’[bene¬ 
fits to personnel of the first, second, and'.thifd 
pay grades (Chiefs,^ £ix*st & seed'd class pettjr. officers. 

Briefly, the story is this.: Men who have been 
drawing MAQ, may, if it is to their'advantage, make 
application for Family Allowance. The new schedule 
of benefits provides 3:18,00 for wife, 330 for the 
first child, and $20 for each additional child, be¬ 
sides the 322 deducted from the man’s pay. In some 
cases, benefits for Class B and B-l dependents have 
been raised proportionately. 

It is suggested that all men drawing MAQ, who 
can claim dependents other than his wife, contact the 
Personnel Office to see if they would be benefited in 
any -way by filing for Family Allowance, 

• The new law also provides that men now drawing 
MAQ, but who have no allotment to their dependents, 
become ineligible unless an allotment of OLo.00 or 
more is registered in favor* of tho dependent at once.

There seems to be some misunderstand¬ 
ing as to just what is considered by 
.those in authority to constitute good 
and sufficient reason for obtaining an 
Emergency Leave. 

In order to clarify this, the fol¬ 
lowing is quoted from the District Bul¬ 
letin covering this subject: 

"Leave of absence with permission 
to visit the mainland of the. U.3. will 
be granted only in 1 'cases of emergency.. 
.... and as determined by the Commanding 
Officer and approved by the Commandant". 

"Emergency. is defined as (1) 

circumstances wh'ereinthe presence of 
the officer or man is absolutely requir¬ 
ed , in that no other member of the fam¬ 
ily is available to take care of the 
case, or, (2) condition of health from 
protracted duty in combat or unhealth¬ 
ful zones or from shock which, while not 
involving hospitalization or sick leave 
requires leave to restore physical and 
mental efficiency". 

The above two paragraphs are from 
the district circular letter No. 80-43* 
They state the present policy of the 
Fourteenth Naval District on Emergency 
Leaves.
